Federal Veterinary Director Gen- 
eral Announces a Welcome 
Change 


Dr, J, G. Rutherford, federal veteri- 
nary director general,has advised Hon, 
Dunean Marshall, Minister of Agri- 
culture, that new rules governing the 
transportation of cattle in this prov- 
incewwill shorsly go into effect. Up to 
the present cattle which are intended 
for shipment to other points have had 
to undergo an inspection ‘by a veteri- 
nary inspector before the -raiijway 
aaerrtics can receive them for trans- 
portation, The new rule allows cattle 
to be shipped from and to points twith- 
in the province without the necessity 
of such an inspection, 

At the present time much inconven- 
jence is felt by those who exhibit cat- 
tle at fairs, for sometimes it is diffi- 
cult to secure immediate attention 
from a veterinary inspector, At any 
rate, cattle which are intended for ex- 
hibition can ‘be obviously considered 
free from disease or other contami- 
nation.

A MILD RAGE 


“Inejeksky,” Said One to the

Thirty Russians Quit Work at 
Fair Grounds and Appeal 
to Mayor 


Sounds of footsteps, and a rush of 
incoherent speech resounded through 
the city hall this morning about ten 
o'clock, us thirty burly Russians burst 
into the offices of the city commission- 
ers. 
“Thishmzethkxky Inste mayorsky,” 
called a babble of voices. 

“Tnojeksky kner lemsky,” yelled out 
several who brought up the rear. 
Mayor Lee, who was calmly sitting 
at his desk looking over the morning 
mail, jumped higher than if he had just 
sat down ona pin. With his face as 
pale as that of the ghost of Hamlet's 
father, he peered through the crack 
in the door, 

“Wnozaxltm rankotx,” yelled the ex- 
cited foreigners in unison. 

The sight nearly gave the mayor 
heart failure. He immediately thought 
of what usually happened in far off 
Russia when a tyrannical government 


official aroused the enmity of the 
people. 
“Surely there must be some mis- 


ake!" soliloquised the. chief magis- 
trate between gasps. “If never harm- 
ed a hair of any living creature in my 
life” 

Then with a brave rally, muttering 
forgiveness to all his enemies, and 
locking his pocket book in his desk, 
he placed his hat firmly on his head, 
squared his shoulders, and walked 
with dignity into the outer office. 
“Kxlecthky,” cheered the mob. 
The first sight wihch met his gaze 
was Commissioner Bouillon in office 
opposite peering over his desk. If he 
had glanced around he might have 
seen Commissioner Butchart trying to 
make a hasty exit through the window 
of his office, 

“What do you want?" stummered 
the mayor. 

“Exhitlmontz,” greeted his ears. 

“Spell it,” came from the mayor. 

Bu this time Commissioners Bouillon 
and Butchart encouraged by the 
brave front of the mayor came trem- 
bling out of their respective offices, 
facing the bomb-throwers. 

Ju the meantime the invading force 
called a council of war and finally one 
man advanced to the mayor and made 
him understand by signs'and any oth- 
er means his inventive mind could de- 
sign, that they were employees at the 
exhibition grounds and that they had 
a grievance. What it was could not 
be understood , but a Capital report- 
er, who can speak 365 languages, 
with the utmost ease, found out later 
that the Russians were camplaining 
about the water they had to drink at 
the exhibition grounds. 

The men are employed on the con- 
struction of water mains at the 
grounds and they are quite a distance 
from any point where water may be 
had and ‘they have to have it drawn

What Others Say 


THE FARMERS’ PLACE IN 
POLITICS 


(Alberta diomestead.) 

Several of our agricultural papers 
have been devoting a good deal of 
space to disctissing the question of ithe 
farmers’ place in politics. The trend 
of the arguments thus far presented 
is that inasmuch as about 75 per cemt. 
of our population consists of farm- 
ers, the nunyber of agriculturalists in 
our provincial and dominion legista- 
tures should be in the same propor- 
tion, otherwise our farming interests 
will never be properly safeguarded. 
They contend that all farmers should 
be of one mind and have the same 
views on all questions affecting their 
interests and express them ‘by elect- 
ing one of their own number. 

This plea is by no means a new 
one.’ It has been made many times 
in the past and has ‘been acted upon 
in not a few instances, ‘but its suc- 
cesses have always been short lived. 
Their failure, in our opinion, is duc 
to the fact that the plea and the pur- 
pose for which it is made are funda- 
mentally wrong. There should be no 
special place in politics for the far- 
mer; neither should there be one for 
the blacksmith, the merchant or the 
lawyer, There is ‘but one place for 
all, and that is ‘the place of all good 
citizens, working together for the 
comsnon weal, and any effort to put 
any one of these in a/political class 
by itself must fail, It ovill fail soon- 
er or later because, as was said be- 
fore, it is fundamentally wrong. 

The principal reason avhy there are 
not more farmers in our legislatures 
because ‘the business of farming 
docs not ‘tend to develop those quali- 
ties which are looked for in a suc- 
cessful legislator; and the reason why 
lawyers succeed politically is because 
the business of Jaw does tend to d¢- 
velop ‘those characteristics to a high 
degree, and where it falls short, it 
supplies a shrewdness and knowledge 
of the principles of government which 
the lawyer candidate possesses; give 
him the same ability to stand ‘before 
a body of electors and explain those 
principles and ttheir importance and 
applicability to present conditions; 
give him the ability to impress upon 
his hearers the fact that he is big 
enough to act for all the people, and 
not for a single class; give ‘him equal 
power to command attention in a leg- 
islative ‘body when advocating or de- 
fending thees principles; add to this 
the confidence and esteem of his fel- 
low. farmers, and that man can not 
stay out of parliament, even if he 
tries. The lawyer develops these va- 
rious faculties in the regular practice 
of his profession; in other words, he 
is preparing himself for political hon- 
ors while he is drawing fees from ‘his 
clients. The farmer, on the other 
hand, qualifies himself at the expense 
of his private business. ‘This, few 
farmers in any country and very few 
in}a new country, ca nafford to do. 
Iience, most of ithe difference in the 
prestige which the two classes enjoy 
in political affairs. 

There is another matter upon whic! 
too great stress is being laid. That is 


is 


the importance of mere legnl enact- 
ments. ‘T'oo ‘few of us recognize the. 
fact that a legal enactment is not 


law until there is behind it an intelli- 
gent public sentiment avhich insists on 
enforcement. It has been well 
sid that, if it is once recognized that 
there exists a well defined and well 
informed sentiment for or against a 
given thing thht sentiment avill soon 
become Jaw, no matter avho rthe 
mouthpiece may be by which it is ex- 
pressed. 

The farmer has within his reach the 
agency by which he can prepare ‘him- 
self for public usefulness; that agency 
is his organization In his organiza- 
tion he expresses his ideas on those 
public questions affecting his interests 
and tests them aginst the objections 
of his neighbors. He develops that 
enlightened sentimemt which musfan- 
derlie all statutes before they can 
rise to the dignity of law, and keeps 
informed on and criticises the acts of 
the man who has Deen elected to rep- 
resent him in the legislature. In do- 
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ing so he gradually acquires the suby 
stance of power in political affirs 
and produces fromamong'his number, 
men who, being more favored than 
the average, can properly represent 
and give expression to his views, and 
to whom the outward forms may safe- 
ly be entrusted, 

To our way of thinking, those who 
have thus fir avritten on this subject 
have ignored the substance and grasp; 
ed at the outward manifestations of 
political influence. 

lf the farmers wish to ‘have ithe 
number of men of their own profes- 
sion occupying influential political po- 
sitions, they will have to develop men 
who can convince other men of their 
ability to dischirge the duties of those 
offices as well as persons drawn from 
other walks in life can do. They 
must be men, who, besides being able 
and anxious to protect the interests 
of their own class, are big enough 
to keep in mind the interests of all. 
These qualities are not the natural 
fruits of the business of farming and 
he who would possess thei must put 
forth especial efforts to do so, 

Until the farmers do this, their po- 
litical successes will be short lived. 
When they do it, recognition will be 
accorded them in political affairs whe- 
ther they want it or not. 


THE WHEAT SITUATION. 
Thompson, Son & Company, Grain 
ommission Merchants, “Winnipeg, 
write under date of July 13: 
“Except in our Winipeg market, the 
prices of wheat in the markets of this 
‘continent have closea to-day with 
only fractional differences from what 
they closed at a week ago. In Win- 
nipeg closing prices to-day are 3%c 
higher than) a week ago on July 
wheat, and 15¢c higher on October 
wheat. During the week, prices’in 
Chicago, Minneapolis, ete., had an ad- 
vance of about 1%c to 2c over a 
week ago, but most of this advance 
has been lost in the last three, davs 
and Winnipeg alone holds to about 
the full gain. The reason for this is 
not deep. It consists in the fact that, 
notwithstanding the somewhat more 
hopeful feeling regarding the spring 
wheat crop, which has been engen- 
dered by the moderately showery and 
cooler weather during the twelve days 
ending about the rith inst. it 3s 
found, that except at points wacre 
thunder plumps brought down. cop: 
ious rainfall, the showers and coil 
weather: have done nothing to im- 
prove even what seem fairly sood 
crops, and in the last three days 1c- 
ports have been coming to hand that 
a great deal of the best looking crovs 
are standing still or else show going 
backward. Where real good raiis 
occurred it was only over very iimit- 
ed areas. The U.S. markets hive 
not held the advanees they made ow- 
ing in our opinion to the fairly in- 
creased movement of new wheat in 
the southwest section ‘of the U.S. 
winter wheat country, and to the difii- 
culty people in the south must have 
ef forming like a true conception of 
th: crop situation in the Northwest. 
Even among ourselves, close to .he 
spring wheat fields, there is divers vy 
of opinion as to the extent cf ihe 
Gamage and what we should consider 
the probable ultimate yield. [ns 
ern Manitoba the crop. situation 
new found to be deplorabie. From 
th: reports we have in the Last three 
days not 25 per cent. of as wien 
acreage will come to harvest. Tields 
are bein ploughed under, others are 
being mowed to secure what fe21 ts

Southern Manjtoba farmers are bring- 
ing in calves and cattle for sale which 
should be kept on the farm till next 
spring at least, and in the last three 
days we and our neighbours in the 
grain trade in’ Winnipeg have had 
numerous inquiries and orders from 
well to do farmers over Southern 
Manitoba to supply them with car- 
loads of oats. To those who .know 
our country nothing can show. the 
situation more forcibly than the fac’ 
that a large number of farmers de- 
sire to buy large quantities of feed 
grain within a few weeks of the date 
of a new harvest. Thousands of these 
people are well off, they have had 
more or less good crops every year 
the last nine years, and can casily 
yo through without ‘any crop this 
year and vuv and pay for what they 
need, but they haven't raised any 
grain this year, or they would no 
desire to buy any for use on their 
own farms, he situation as it is 
in Southern Manitoba and Northern 
North Dakota, extends along Southern 
Saskatchewan perhaps to a somewhat 
less degress, and then to Southern 
Alberta, where the winter wheat 
is grown, and where the reports say 
there is practically no crop at all 
this season, Takine the main line 
of the C.P.R. as an average divid- 
ing line, it is found that in all the 
three provinces the crops north of 
that line are in better condition than 
to the south of it. But after all 
the betterness is only comparative, 
and our rough estimate of the pro- 
bable yield of our Western Canada 
wheat, crop at this date is not over 
75,000,000 bus., which is less than half 
an average yield on the 8,500,000 acres 
planted. Some of our neighbors in 
the trade place their estimate of nro 
bable yield at not over 60,000,000 bus., 
but.some expert crop revorters outside 
of the trade cling to a probable 
90,000,000 bus. Copious rains com- 
ing immediately would still help to 
sweil out the crop wonderfully buter 
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we don't think it possible now to 
reach 90,000,000 bus under the most 
favorable meteorological xonditions 
we could have. It is too late, and if 
the country does not get a good soak- 
ing rain before August 1st, the pros- 
pects won't improve anything fror 
what it is to-day, but instead will 
deteriorate further. The great factor 
of interest to the whole world’s wheat 
trade at the present moment ti the 
probable outcome of the spring whew 
the American continent. 
When turn in otis direrticns 
there very little out of 
oidinary routine of things. The US 
winter wheat crop ive 
called normal and has begur to meve 
freely in the southern bei where this 
season the yield and. quality are ex- 
cellent. World’s shipment last week 
b, week“are fairly liberal for the time 
of the year, and are running fully 
larger than a year ago, but the quan- 
tity on ocean passage has been de- 
creasing heavily and to-day is only 
29,000,000 bus against 37,00.00 bus. a 
year ago. This to the 
much smaller Argentine and Indian 
shipments in the last three months 
the increase being from Russia clos« 
at hand. The luropean visible stock 
on Ist of July were about 22,000,00¢ 
bus. larger than a year ago, but they 
have been decreasing unusually heavi- 
ly of late, either denotin= increased 
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consumption or else millers and 
others securing stock which disap- 
pears from the visible. Crops in 


Europe continue to show fairly well 
except in France and there are recent 
complaints of hot weather damage in 
Russia, but at the same time it is 
generally believed that Russia is pro- 
ducing another enormous crop. this 
year.

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POWERS OF DUMA 
WILL BE WIDENED 


Russian Parliament Will Scon Be 
As Influential As Prusisan 
Diet 


St. Petersburg, July 20.—The pow- 
ers of the Duma are to be still fur- 
ther increased and it is not Improb- 
able that within a few years Russia 
will have advanced in the path of 
constitutional government until she is 
abreast with Prussia. 

This is the opinion held by many 
who are high in the favor of the Czar. 
It is stated that his majesty has fol- 
lowed the work of the Duma with 
keen interest. He is convinced that 
the fact that Russia is less afflicted 
with active revolutionary ideas than 
she has been for many years is due 
in great part to the work of the Duma, 
and that a gradual extension of the 
parliamentary idea means safety, peace 
and progress. Hence it is his inten- 
tion to extend the scope of parliamen- 
tary authority as rapidly as circum- 
stances will permit. It is under- 
stood that he has so expressed him- 
self not only to some of his leading 
ministers but also to non-official mem- 
bers of the Duma. 

The upholders of orthodoxy have 
been awaiting with great impatience 
the result of the. extraordinary trial 
which has just been concluded at 


Mosyr, in the government of Minsk, 
with closed doors 

Five landowners and farmers, Po- 
lish Roman Catholics, and two Ortho- 
dox peasants, who acompanied them, 
were charged with desccrating a Rus- 
sian church, by pulling up the: floor- 
ing and shooting’ two foxes, which 
had made their lair on the premises.

It is old and tumbledown, the 
roof is described as rotten, and only 
one service is held there annually, 
it being shut the rest of the year.

and restricted view of their functions, 
their vision has been confined — too 
much by the boundaries of their res- 
pective cities, and consequently many 
matters of immense and pressing im- 
portance to the country as a whole, 
and in which they could render valu- 
able aid, have been largely neglected. 

As showing, however, that there is 
a healthy tendency to take a broader 
and more comprehensive view of sub- 
jects of great national significance, 
a resolution is appended which has 
been unanimously passed by the Coun- 
cil of the Edmonton board of trade, 
for presentation to Sir Wirfrid Laur- 
ier when in this city, and which no 
doubt will spur other boards through- 
out the west to take somewhat similar 
action with regard to this momentous 
and far-reaching question. 

The resolution, which deals with 
the matter in a very clear, concise, 
and unmistakable manner, reads as 
follows: 

Whereas, The real and enduring 
progress and prosperity of every city, 
town and village throughout the 
whole west is inestricably bound up 
with the sucess of agriculture. 

And Whereas, The continuous crop- 
ping of our lands, and the putting of 
nothing back, must eventually end in 
the improverishing of our soil, and 
thus rob the country of one of 
its principal and most valuable assets. 

And Whereas, ‘The production and 
fatening of meat animals holds the 
same important relationship to true 
and peremanent agriculture as agricul- 
ture does to the future advancement 
and well-being of. the whole Do- 
minion, 

And whereas, The lack ‘of steady 
and profitable export market is large- 
ly responsible for the deplorable con- 
dition of the live stock industry in the 
west, and is the principle reason the 
farmers are devoting practically the 
whole of their time and energy to the 
production of grain for export, 

And Whereas, Progress in the live 
stock business is under present condi- 
tions out of the question, and no ma- 


terial advancement will be made a 
such time as it is clear to the farmers 


‘that it will be well worth their while 
to grow and fatten more stock, 

And Whereas, This most desirable 
state of affairs can only be bronght 
about by providing the farmer with 
a stable and remunerative outlet for 
his meat animals. 

And Whereas, To obtain the neces- 
sary market stability, it is imperative 
that a modern, scientific, and up-to- 
date system of meat exporting he es- 
tablished, on a sound, business-like, 
and permanent foundation, 

And Whereas, ‘To be productive of 
the greatest possible good to the 
country as a whole, it is essential the 
Federal Government control this im- 
portant industry from its very com- 
mencement. 

And Whereas, The inauguration of 
this weighty and far-reaching indus- 
try is the only practical method of 
giving the required confidence to 
produce and finish stock, and its in- 
ception would encourage the produc- 
tion of all kinds of meat animals to 
an extent few realize 
country is capable of. 

Be it resolved, She Council of the 
Edmonton Board of Trade urgently 
entreat the Federal Government. to 
take this matter up and render the 
necessary assistance towards estab- 
lishing the industry with all possible 
speed,

STRANGE QUEST 
FGR OLD INDIAN 


College Professor - Sets Out in 
Search of a “Primitive Red 
Skin 


satisfactory in 


Amherst, Mass., July 21.—The most 
interesting quest ever made by a co!- 
lege professor, a quest more appeal- 
ing in its associations than any hunt 
for strange animals or relics of long 
buried civilization, has just been be- 
gun by Dr. Charles A. Eastman, of 
Amherst, who has set out for the far 
northwest to sind an Indian who still 
retains the simplicity and primitive 
viewpoint of the tribesmen who roam- 
ed the. woods and. fields before the 
white man came to this continent. 
And to add further interest to this 
search Dr. Eastman is himself nearly 
a full blooded Sioux. 

As an authority on Indian religion, 
art, social customs and folk lore, Dr. 
Eastman has already distinguished 
himself as a lecturer, and author, but 
his dream for many years has been 
to experiment with a primitive = In- 
dian, and thereby prove that the in- 
dividual may be inspired by a simple 
system of suggestions to work the 
entire cycle of racial art development. 

Although Dr. Eastman has been id- 
entified with educational: institutions 
in the’ east tom many years, he was 
born in Minnesota, and from the time 
he was five until he was 15 years old 
he lived in Manitoba, leaving there to 
begin his education at Knox College, 
IN.) Afterward he studied at Dart- 
mouth and took /his special Lourse 
in Boston Meanwhile however, he 
was devoting much time to the art of 
the Indian, and the possibilities of de- 
veloping it. 

Artistic Influence 

“There are certain points in my 
plans to experiment with primitive 
Indian,” says Dr. Eastman, “that 41 
cannot discuss at present.  Natur- 
ally I have certain ideas that may not 
be proved; and it will do no good— 
indeed, it might be detrimental--o 
tell them now. But my efforts are to 
be directed mainly toward noting the 
reactions and inspirations that may 
be caused by bringing before such an 
Indian the artistic influences with 
which civilized man is famitiar trom 
childhood, 

‘T think it is a generally recognized 
fact that among all races the develop- 
ment of art up to a certain point is 
strikingly similar, For example, it, 
does not require an expert to note the 
similarity between the bas reliefs of 
the Aztecs or the Maya Indians of 
Central America, and the bas reliefs of 
the Assyrians. In_all these cases the 
artistic development of the race was 
arrested at the beginning. © And for 
that very reason, | think we should 
not say off hand, that the Assyrian, 
the Aztec or the Maya art was wnot 
capable of progressing to a much 
higher point, perhaps to the degree 
that the Western European art has 
developed.” '

Main Line to B. C.’s Fruit

Vancouver, 2, C., July 21.—The 
consruction by the Canadian North- 
ern cf a branch into the Okanagan 
Valley ‘from a point on the main line 
of the company, at or in the vicinity 
of Kamloops, is indicated tby reports 
received from Kamloops today. It is 
declared that work in building this 
line will, in all probability, be ‘begun 
next year, and that it is one of the 
railway lines which Premier McBride 
had in mind when, at last session of 
the provincial legislature, he prophe- 
sied for British Columbia a great 
railway development on the heels of 
the construction of the main line of 
the C. N. R. 

It is stated that an arrangement has 
been suggested between the City of 
Kamloops and the Canadian Northern 
by which the ‘construction of — the 
branch will be commenced next year 
and pushed ito completion. 

A reconnaisance survey route for 
~~~ ]the branch is reported to have been 
made ‘by raikway surveyors last year. 
Generally the route will, is said, 
follow the old stage route between 
Kamloops. and Okanagan, traversing 
the Grand (Prairie district, Campbell 
Creck and the Upper Salmon river 
valley. The construction of a railway

With regard to Dominion affairs 
Mr. Bowers said that there were cer- 
tain great western questions which 
the farmers are going to bring before 
Sir Wiifcid Laurier when he visits Al- 
berta. The beef-killing system is one 
of them. 

“We don't know how it is going to 
be operated. We want to know our 
position so as not to be tripped up 
by private interests,” said the speak- 
er, “What we want is the producers 
to be absolutely protected. We don't 
want any privileged interests subsid- 
ized, it must be cither private totally 
or public totally. 

Get Trade With Orient 
‘erminal elevators were wanted at 
the coast, he said, where a big trade 
could be done with Mexico and the 
Orient. Many, he said, would not 
see the need of the Co-operation Bill, 
but the farmers must not submit to be 
dictated to by the retail grocers As- 
sociation, so that the Bill was killed. 
We need the bill badly = More than 
ten men cannot enter into business 
without becoming a joint stock com- 
pany and if we do this we lose our 
co-operation. 

Hon. Duncan Marshall 

The Hon. Duncan Marshall — was

The trend of pol- 
itics is now towards greater trade with 
the United States © And Mr. Marshall 
said that he would do his best to pro- 
mote better trade relations with a 
country which will soon begin to run 
short of bread stuffs. 

View Point of Tariff 

The question of Tariff, he said, 
must be discussed frem the consum- 
ers’ point of view with the greatest 
possible freedom of trade and every 
one to get a fair show. » Protection 
is still lingering in the country and 
selfishness is the cause, individuals 
want to sell where they can get a 
higher. price and do not look to the 
good of the’ country. It is now the 
duty of the farmers to make represen- 
tations to the government to reduc2 
the tariff.
